all over this country and the conclusion 
is being arrived at that no greater mistake can be 
made in the pricing of goods than to base the per- 
centage of profit on the cost price. For this reason, 
if for no other, that discounts are invariably figured 
on the selling price, the profits also should be figured 
on that basis. To add 25 per cent to the cost price 
and deduct 20 per cent for expense from the selling 
price is equivalent to wiping out the entire profit. For 
example, 25 per cent of $1.00, the cost price, is 25 
cents, which added makes $1.25, the selling price. Now 
deduct 20 per cent from $1.25 for expenses and losses 
and there is left just $1, and all profit disappears. 
Another example is an article that cost $1 and has 
been marked at $1.10. Later it is desired to sell at 
cost and the merchant deducts 10 per cent, or II cents, 
reducing the selling price to 99 cents, or one cent 
below cost. Such an erroneous system, if applied to 
a large stock of goods, might result in losses aggre- 
gating thousands of dollars. 

\ manufacturer of adding machines recently sub- 
mitted to about 1,000 retailers in every part of the 
United States and Canada a simple question in price 
marking and 75 per cent of the answers were wrong. 
[he question was: “If an article costs $1 wholesale, 
what will it have to be sold for to allow a profit of 10 
per cent in addition to 22 per cent for cost of doing 
business?” The correct answer is $1.47, but most of 
the replies received ranged from $1.32 to $1.34, which 
vould practically eliminate profits. 

As explained in the AMERICAN ARTISAN editorial of 
lanuary 20th, there is a simple method of arriving at 
he desired figure. In this case, if a gross profit of 32 
er cent is required to cover cost of doing business 


and net profit, subtract. 32 from 100, leaving 68, and 
divide the cost price by 68, adding ciphers to carry out 
the division. Thus, 100 divided by 68 gives 147 as 
the quotient, and as the 100 in this case was one dollar, 
the 147 represents $1.47. If this method is pursued 
there can be no error in pricing. As a check on the 
correctness of the division, multiply the quotient $1.47 
by 68 and the result should be $1, the cost price. 

This simple rule is given because any further dis 
cussion of the subject is likely to result in confusion. 
If another test is desired, take 32 per cent of $1.47, 
the selling price on which the gross profit should be 
based, and it will be found to be 47 cents. 





[rk THE benefits of organization in the retail hard- 
ware trade were confined to the lower cost of fire insur- 
ance alone as secured through mutual

Insurance. ible. As it is, there are other important 
advantages, but of these it is not necessary to treat 
now. The subject of mutual hardware fire insurance 
is broad enough for extended discussion. It is a sub- 
ject of vital importance to every man who carries in- 
surance on his stock of goods and who desires to re- 
duce the cost of that insurance to the minimum. In 
no other way can he do this so effectually and safely 
as through the mutual fire insurance companies. 

One of these companies (the Minnesota Retail 
Hardware Mutual) has recently issued its statement 
of the business of 1911, and the figures are remark- 
able. They show that in the year named the company 
returned to policy holders premiums to the amount 
of $115,796.53, that sum representing the saving to 
the insured over the cost of insurance at regular rates. 
It was, as a matter of fact, a dividend of 50 per cent 
on all policies expiring within the year, and the same 
dividend has been voted for expirations in 1912. This 
refund for 1912 will amount to $132,000. 

But this return of 50 per cent of premiums does not 
tell the whole story of success of mutual fire insurance. 
The leading mutual companies in the hardware trade 
are accumulating a big surplus as against any possible 
bad year and as a guarantee of stability. In the in- 
stance above cited the cash and investments on hand 
at the beginning of the year, $276,989.46, increased to 
$314,063.67 at the close of the year. The total assets 
are $332,787.82 and the net surplus of assets over 
liabilities is $244,664.10. 

These figures are here presented simply to show 
what can be done in the field of mutual fire insur- 
ance in the hardware trade—can be done because it 
has been done. Other state associations are meeting 
with similar success. From small beginnings they 
have grown to solid financial institutions. They are 
examples of the benefits of co-operation as contrasted 
with the competitive form of doing business. What 
an individual could not do an association of individual 
business men can do readily. 

The secrets of success in mutual fire insurance are 
efficiency, honesty, economy. The association must 
be carefully managed, risks chosen with due caution 
against loss, and this is insured by the co-operative 
character of the organization. Honest management 
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administration also are secured

Letter Postage Congress of a bill to this effect, the Sen- 

Movement. ate bill having been introduced by Sen- 
ator Theodore E. Burton of Ohio and the House bill 
by Representative John W. Weeks of Massachusetts. 
These gentlemen will lead the campaign for the pas- 
sage of the one-cent letter postage bill. 

In 1843, or about 70 years ago, the postage on a 
letter of one-half ounce weight or fraction thereof 
from New York to Buffalo, a distance of less than 500 
miles, was 25 cents, and to other cities in the United 
States was correspondingly high. During the next 
40 years down to 1883 successive reductions were made 
until the present rate of two cents was established for 
a letter weighing one-half ounce or fraction thereof,

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the weight limit was raised from one-half ounce t, 
one ounce. During the nearly 30 years that hay 
elapsed since that time no further reductions have bee: 
made. Meantime the revenue from first-class mai!

June 30, 1911, was over $162,000,000, of whic! 
amount over $62,000,000 is estimated as profit to th 
department. It is on the basis of these figures that 
the advocates of one-cent letter postage rest thei: 
arguments. They claim that a low rate would enor 
mously stimulate the growth of this class of mail and 
increase the revenue to such an extent that there woul< 
be little or no loss to the government. 

The organization of business firms and individuals 
that is advocating one cent letter postage comprises 
several thousand members. There is no organized op- 
position, and friends of the measure confidently ex- 
pect that sooner or later it will be enacted into law.

Business in considered impossible. 
Iron and years such results as actually have been 
Steel. obtained of late by the Steel Corporation 
in the extension of its trade abroad have been tried 
and found impossible. This was due largely to the 
fact that the exporting interests of this country in 
iron and steel lacked sufficient capital, that their fac- 
tory interests were not diversified enough to take care 
of every detail of manufacture.of the finished goods re- 
quired by foreign trade, that their organizations did 
not include a sufficiently comprehensive selling agenc\ 
in foreign countries. All of these essentials in the 
race for export business have now been provided by 
the great combinations of capital devoted to the iron 
and steel interests. 

Very much of the credit for the rapid extension of 
our foreign trade in iron and steel products is due to 
the Steel Corporation, which by virtue of its almost 
unlimited resources of production and capital and its 
successful efforts to break down the barriers that have 
heretofore kept our manufactures out of foreign mar- 
kets has succeeded in building up what a few years 
ago would have been considered a fabulous total of 
exports of iron and steel. This is shown in the export 
figures of $8,000,000, in steel and iron products in 
I9OI, increased to $60,000,000 in 1911, of which the 
steel corporation furnished upwards of 9o per cent. 
This although in the meantime its competitors have 
increased in number and capacity of plants to such a 
dezree that their output is now fully 50 per cent of the 
country’s total, as compared with 4o per cent ten years 
That is, while the independents make 50 per 
cent of the entire product of iron and steel in this 
country their share of the exports is only ten per cent. 

rom this instance the general proposition may be 
deduced that in order to go after foreign trade in a 
manner to command it, the resources of the exporter 
must not be limited. Whether the desired results are 
to be obtained abroad by one or a combination of 
manufacturers, the fact remains that the markets of 
the world cannot be secured by any half-hearted

Take, 
example, a dishonest advertisement. In the long 
the advertiser who is guilty of such dishonesty 
lo-cs the confidence of the public, but meantime every 
other advertiser suffers the loss of more or less confi- 
dence because of the fraud or exaggeration of one. 
The newspaper that publishes a dishonest ad suffers 
in reputation, and at the same time a feeling of dis- 
trust is engendered in the public mind against all 
newspaper publicity. 

lo counteract this feeling an honest advertiser may 
put his own wares in contrast to those of the dis- 
honest seller. By skillful wording he can convey the 
meaning to the public that though others have offered 
quality which they have not sustained he sustains all 
the quality offered. Unquestionably get-rich-quick ad- 
vertising has cast discredit on all financial advertising. 
But this very fact may be utilized to good advantage by 
a banker or broker in advertising his establishment as 
in a class entirely distinct from and superior to the 
fake institutions which have abused the confidence of 
the people. In this way the fake advertiser may be 
compelled to bear the brunt of his own disgrace and to 
play into the hand of the honest advertiser as a “hor- 
rible example” which the reader should take pains to 
avoid by patronizing the honest concern. 

What the world really wants and is willing to pay 
for is Service. The men who have secured the largest 
returns have been men who have satisfied the most 
pressing wants of the greatest number of people. To 
find out what everybody wants and to fill that want 
completely and at a price within the reach of the 
largest number is certain to win a big reward. ‘God 
bless the man who first invented sleep,” said the 
philosopher, and fortunate it was that he did not patent 
the invention. There are other universal wants be- 
sides sleep. The man who can fill those wants by an 
invention that is patentable need have no doubt as to 
the financial returns. 

The demand for Service extends to every depart- 
ment of the world’s work and is growing wider and 
more insistent every day. People want more and bet- 
ter things this year than last year. They can afford 
more than ever before in the history of the world. 
They are paying higher prices today for service of 
all kinds than was ever before paid. Yet there is 
always a class of men who imagine that the world 
owes them a living and who entirely lose sight of the 
fact that the world pays only for what it gets and that 
in order to get more they must give more.

Success and the theory of success are quite distinct. 
It is one thing to know how success may be achieved 
nd quite another thing to achieve it. For this reason 
pparently some of the most brilliant writers on suc- 
‘ess in business are the most conspicuous examples of 
failure. I have in mind a man who recently failed in a 
ery ambitious undertaking but continues to write 

ost entertainingly on the subject of success. It is the 


irony of fate that often those who know the most 
theoretically do the least practically when it comes to 
a test of their principles, 

However, it is no fault of the principles. They are 
quite right and very useful in their way, but to be of 
any real value they must be put into practice. The 
man who reads “have confidence,” “be brave,” “be per- 
sistent,” “be faithful,” and all that, and then at once 
proceeds to doubt his own ability, to become afraid of 
failure, to slight his work, etc., is not putting the prin- 
ciples of success into practice. He may have learned 
the business bible by heart, but he has not yet appro- 
priated it to his own use. If he is a clever writer he 
may coin his precepts into money by sending them to 
the press, but if like the majority of men he has no 
particular aptitude in that direction, high sounding 
words like “self confidence,” “determination,” ‘“‘per- 
sistence,” “undying will-power,” will not be effective 
in making a giant out of a weakling. 


Somebody has said that co-operation not competi- 
tion is the life of trade. I was at a loss to know what 
this meant until there came to my desk a little story 
about the farmers of Germany who through a co- 
operative society have been able to do what otherwise 
would have been impossible in the way of improving 
their farms. These farmers form local co-operative 
associations and on the strength of their collective 
assets obtain a loan for which they become severally 
and jointly liable. This is what is known as the un- 
limited liability plan. This loan or security is then de- 
posited in the co-operative bank of the association, 
which also acts as a deposit bank for the savings of 
members, and the money is loaned out to the members 
for specific purposes connected with the business of 
their farms. To further strengthen the organization 
these local banks in Germany have become federated 
into central banks. I understand that something of 
the same kind is to be tried in this country. The possi- 
bilities of such an arrangement are almost unlimited. 
As a motto for this sort of co-operation I would sug- 
gest, “United we stand, divided we fall.” 

Confidence conquers where main strength struggles. 

Put confidence in your heart, and with an tron gr'p 
you can hold Opportunity to its course like a ship in 
a tempest until it yields to you a fair share of its 
rewards. Confidence, mark you, is no doctor's pre- 
scription, nor yet a valiant wish, nor is it any man’s 
birthright. It comes of mastering those silent forces 
of man’s inner self, the gray in his brain, the red in 
his blood, to the attainment of his honest utmost. Be- 
lieve you have these attributes, and believe no one can 
beat them down in deadliest combat, and you have 
Confidence. What remains is to harvest the fruit—

NEWLY INVENTED OVEN DOOR. 


The Huenefeld Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio, have been 
made assignees of U. S. Patent No. 1,016,566, granted

PORTABLE ELECTRIC TILE STOVES IN 
SWEDEN. 





There is a portable tile stove for electric heating on 
the market in Sweden that is claimed to be as effective 
as the stoves in which fuel is burned. The makers 
state that their usual size is about 100 by 50 by 30 
centimeters (39.37 by 19.685 by 11.811 inches) and 
has a capacity of 1.5 kilowatts. This, they state, will 
raise the temperature in a room of 30 cubic meters 
(39.24 cubic yards) capacity to 10 degrees C. (18 de- 
grees F.) one hour. After the room has been 
heated, the stove may be switched to another set of 
connections using less current. It claimed that 
the cost of operation on highest current requirement in 
Gothenburg is 27 ore ($0.0724) per hour, while the 
lower connections to which it can be switched cost 14 
ore ($0.03752) and 7 ore ($0.0188), respectively.

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toW TO FIGHT MAIL ORDER COMPETITION. 


)ne of the best suggestions we have heard of as an 
effective method of fighting catalogue house compe- 
ition is for the local dealer to order several articles 
from each of the leading catalogue houses, display 
them in his show window, and in the same window 
exhibit similar articles taken from his own stock, with 
a comparison of quality, prices, etc. It is an admitted 
fact that what sells the goods of a catalogue house is 
the catalogue, not price nor quality, says the Michigan 
Tradesman, 

Ninety per cent of the shipments-made by catalogue 
houses go to country towns and villages and Io per 
cent to cities. Let us discuss the 9o per cent, as that 
is what the dealer is interested in. To begin with, the 
farmer is seldom located within walking distance of 
his local hardware store, and during many months of 
the year it is a real hardship for him to make a trip to 
town. What does he do ? He follows the line of least 
resistance. He consults the catalogue which bas cost 
the catalogue house over a dollar a copy to print but 
which they are pleased to mail, postage free, to the 
farmer. 

Years ago, when you and I were boys, before the 
catalogue house was thought of, it was with the family 
sible with its multiplicity of colored pictures that we 
whiled away the hours of a rainy Sunday. We listened 
with bated breath while mother read of the wonderful 
experience of Daniel in the lions’ den, of Jonah, who 
spent three days in the belly of a whale, and heard with 
equal interest of that historic meeting between David 
and Goliath. Now all this is changed. The family 
Bible has been relegated to a place under the table, and 
only opened semi-occasionally to enter the name of 
the new baby, or perchance to inscribe the day and 
date on which Mary was married. 

In its ‘place we find the mati order catalogue, 
it is certainly an interesting book that could thus easily 
supplement the family Bible. Instead of a picture of 
David going to forth to battle with Goliath, we find, for 
instance, an attractive picture of a refrigerator, accom- 
panied by a wonderful description which makes so 
many claims for this refrigerator that after reading it 
one could almost make himself believe that the refrig- 
erator could lay a hard boiled egg. Following the de- 
scription is the price—$9.98. The figure 9, indicating 
the dollar, is in heavy, bold type, while the 98 cents is 
in small, inconspicuous type. The impression made 
upon the mind of the prospective buyer is that the cost 
of the refrigerator is $9, and in nine cases out of ten 
he will tell the dealer that he saw such and such a re- 
frigerator in So-and-So’s catalogue quoted at $97—and 
He has overlooked the 98

he is honest about it, too. 
cents, which is 10 per cent of the cost, and has also 
overlooked the freight, which is easily 10 per cent 
more; In addition, he fails to add the loss of time con- 
umed in making several trips to the freight depot to 
see if his refrigerator has arrived, and he also over- 
ooks the hauling, which adds another 5 per cent, as 
the dealer would willingly deliver the refrigerator if 
isked to do so. Here we have a total of $2.50 added 
larges, not counting his time, making the cost of the 
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refrigerator $12.50. Yet in his owa mind the buyer 
believes he has bought a refrigerator for $o. 

He is not through yet, for upon uncrating the re- 
frigerator he finds it has been damaged in shipping— 
not seriously, however—but on account of having been 
shipped in a car containing miscellaneous shipments 
it has been transferred once or twice en route, from 
one car to another, and has become badly scratched. 
Does he make a complaint to the catalogue house? 
Perhaps yes. But if he does it is a perfunctory letter, 
to which he receives a stereotyped reply, and then he 
drops the matter. If his dealer delivered a refrigera- 
tor scratched or damaged in any way he would prompt- 
ly refuse to accept it, and in this he would be justified, 
but what is sauce for the goose should also be sauce 
for the gander. - 

In addition to paying 25 per cent more than he orig- 
inally intended, he has bought a pig in a poke. When 
he visits his hardware store to buy a refrigerator, does 
he ask the dealer to show him a picture of it? No, 
indeed, he wants to see the refrigerator itself, and if 
the dealer shows him a catalogue he will persist that 
he wishes to see the refrigerator, and a sale is lost if 
the dealer has not the refrigerator to show. This is 
what the dealer has to contend with, and we might 
write a thousand pages on the subject and hardware 
associations might pass a thousand resolutions, but 
the conditions would remain practically unchanged. 

The dealer is face to face with a condition, and un- 
less he is in a position to successfully offset the grow- 
ing influence of the catalogue house his business is 
sure to suffer—gradually perhaps—but it is the steady 
drip, drip of the water which finally wears away the 
stone, and the hardware dealer cannot change the law 
of nature. 

Would it not be well for the hardware merchant to 
adopt the policy suggested in the opening paragraph 
of this article: send to the catalogue house, through 
one of his local customers, and procure several items;

Then in the same 
window display similar articles taken from his own 
stock, with prices, delivered to the farmer, and watch 
the result. It would add interest to the display for the 
dealer to get out a circular letter to all his customers 
asking them to call and see the exhibition. We feel 
certain if a dealer will do this that he will not only 
have an interesting window exhibit but will have a dis- 
play that will bring many dollars into his store which 
would otherwise go to the catalogue house.

The only people that are advocating 
it are some of the catalogue houses and the big department 
stores; all the other business houses of the whole United 
States are opposed to it. (Applause.) It seems that the 
overwhelming sentiment against it by the business people of 
the country should intimate to those legislators that it is a 
dangerous thing, but the trouble is those men are lawyers 
and have not been brought face to face with the actual, par- 
ticular business conditions; they are theorists; they are theo- 
rizing on the subject and are disregarding absolutely the ex- 
press sentiments of 95 per cent of the business interests of 
the country; they would not dare to do it, I do not think, on 
any other question. There is another measure before Con- 
gress and if we can get one-cent letter postage they would 
be afraid to tackle the parcels post question. It is looked 
upon very favorably by the president, I am told. So I believe 
if the convention will take some actidn in regard to that it 
will help along the cause against parcels post. 

I hope during your stay here that you will find time to 
visit some of the manufacturing and jobbing concerns 1n the 
city and I assure you that you will be welcome.

(he people there will tell you that you get full value for your 
money. Quality counts, and counts above all things. Make 
n effort to give full value for the money and_ so sell your 


goods, treat the people fair and sell for a profit; strive to 
sell for a profit and to be perfect.

Mr. J. A. Peffer then read a paper on “Modern Adver- 
tising.” 

MR. PEFFER’S ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen: Advertising is one of the problems for a 
retail dealer to consider very carefully. I have been study- 
ing the matter for many years to find out just what is the 
best way to advertise the retail hardware business. I firmly 
believe that the ordinary merchant who advertises the dif- 
ferent commodities in a small way is wasting his money, for 
the reason that by the time he begins to make an impression 
on the public on any particular item that he is advertising 
he is compelled to divert his attention from some other item 
that is more seasonable than the one he advertised before 
| ama firm believer in all advertising, in fact all kinds of 
advertising is good, but the dealer has not got sufficient cap- 
ital to advertise all commodities judiciously. I am firmly con 
vinced that if a retailer will concentrate all his efforts and 
spend his money on one class of advertising and that is to 
popularize his store so that it will become a household word 
in his community he will accomplish more than the hardware 
merchant does by advertising in little dabs now and then. 

[ will read this paper to you to emphasize the fact that 
the greatest success has been made by just such advertising 
is I speak of. 

Modern advertising are two words which represent one 
)i the greatest modern inventions the world has ever known, 
ever will know. It is my purpose in a brief way to tell 
what modern advertising is and what it has done. 

By modern advertising is meant “that great commercial 
torce which within a few years in this country has become 

most powerful factor in the development of many of the 
rgest and most profitable industries.” It includes circular, 


illboard, street cars, newspapers and, above all, magazine 
advertising. It is in itself a great institution. Like any 


ther great business, it employs thousands of people—writers, 
licitors and artists. It is also very profitable; an adver- 
sing writer, who is any good at all, earns from $25 to $50 
week and the best advertising managers earn from fifty 
a hundred thousand dollars a year. 
The history of modern advertising is very brief. In 1830 
patent medicine man prepared an ointment and called it 
Jacob’s Oil. At first, in a small way, he advertised this 


medicine in the local papers. Finding that this advertising 
was profitable to his business he began to advertise on a 
larger scale, until now there is scarcely a town or city in the 
United States which is not supplied with St. Jacob’s Oil 
posters, and whose street cars have not the cards containing 
an aged man and a young man both robust and healthy and 
the words, “WE USE ST. JACOB’S OIL.” But the incident 
which led to modern advertising is the following: Robert 
Bonner, publisher of the New York Ledger, wanted to an- 
nounce that a new story was running in his paper, so he sent 
to the New York Herald the following advertisement of one 
line’s length, “Read Mrs. Southworth’s New Story in the 
Ledger.” As his handwriting was not very legible, the ad- 
vertising man at the New York Herald office instead of read 
ing this as an order for one line, read it to mean that it should 
be printed over and over, covering a whole page. Conse- 
quently the next morning there was a page in the Herald 


bearing the repeated announcement, “Read Mrs. Southworth’s 
New Story in the Ledger.” During the following few days, 
subscriptions kept pouring into Mr. Bonner’s office, and he 


became so overjoyed at the results of this typographical 
error that from then on he bought much space and praised

purchase space in the magazines and newspapers for the 
purpose of letting the public know what they were selling. 
\s space was being bought more freely, advertising agencies 
sprang into existence. At first these agencies were merely the 
medium for one newspaper. They then branched out until 
now any one of the thousands of agencies sells space in 
almost any publication in the United States. At the present 
day these agencies are mainly the advisers to their adver- 
tising clients, telling them what mediums are the best for 
their line of goods and selling the manufacturer’s space in 
these mediums. Then the general advertiser sprang into 
existence 

By the general advertiser is meant a huge corporation 
or manufacturing establishment which adopts a trade mark

Sometimes, no doubt, 
feel that your competitor is an arbitrary man, that he 
done some things you do not like; many times you are 
staken; pay not attention to those things, but to your 
siness; put it on a better business basis. My advice to 
is to look the stove market over and then decide on 
strongest and best line of stoves and ranges that you 
buy, even though they are a little high priced, and han- 
them as long as they are manufactured and push them 
ng and mark them at the profit at which your are en- 
titled. The question of the mail order houses is always 
discussed at every convention. I do not know how to solve 
1e problem, but this conclusion I have reached, that it 
does exist, and there is no use to worry about it. But there 
is a reason for it. Advertise your goods, by some emblem 
trade-mark or coat-of-arms, and if they bear that trade- 
mark that is a guarantee that it is the best thing money can 
buy and people will demand them, and you will control that 
agency as if the factory were in your back yard.

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen:

I feel that you have made a good many 
strides forward; you have added 50 new members to the 
association this year and they are good, live propositions 
One of the few things I want to bring to your attention 1s 
insurance in the Mutual Association. That is one of the 
strongest arguments we can give any retail dealer to be- 
come a member of the State Association. Mutual insurance 
is the best proposition you can have. I do not feel that any 
hardware dealer in the United States is doing himself jus- 
tice if he does not handle or carry mutual fire insurance 
You run many risks by not having it; danger of fire i 
your own store, or from an adjoining building, electric wir- 
ing, etc. And I want to say to you to read the Bulletin. | 
want to tell you you haven't got a thing that is connected 
with your association that you should feel as proud of as 
that Bulletin. Another thing: Take the jobber and manu- 
facturer into your confidence. Ask them to help you; you 
have a right to ask the jobber and manufacturer for fair 
treatment and fair prices; they will help you. Now, a good 
way, I think, to buck the catalog houses is to have a cata- 
logue of your own; that catalog if properly handled and 
properly used will do more than the National Association 
has done for you. Start on the front sheet with quality, 
on the back quality, and quality all through; show your 
customers that that catalog stands for the very best things 
that can be bought; get it into all the houses. I want to 
say to the resolution committee to send a strong resolution 
against parcels post and one in favor of one cent postage 

Another. thing you must have, and that is fraternal 
fellowship; do away with all jealousy and every one of you 
pull together. Talk association three hundred and sixty-five 
days in the year; have that in your mind all the time and 
every time you get an opportunity boost, but, for God's sake, 
don't be a knocker. (Applause.) I am not trying to com- 
pliment you, but I do think that you have made advance- 
ment in the last year. And if you have any trouble with 
the jobber, go to him first and tell him your grievance, and 
if he does not help you, then go to the grievance commit- 
tee; they will take it up for you, and if they don't, get a 
committee that will. I thank you.

The Chairman: By special request we will hear from 
the report of Executive Committee on the question of in- 
corporation. 

Mr. Weber, Chairman of the Committee: We felt that 
we were not sufficiently informed as to the incorporation of 
this association, and took the matter up with an attorney, 
Mr. Curtiss, of the firm of Nagel & Kirby. Mr. Curtiss 
is present and will briefly give you the information you de- 
sire. : 

Mr. Curtiss: Mr. President and Gentlemen—I under- 
stand this association wishes to be incorporated. You can 
incorporate under the Benevolent Section, as we term it, and 
under that section your liabilities will be limited to the cor- 
porate assets, without any individual liability. You cannot 
engage in business, as, for instance; the lumber men have 
an association known as the National Lumbermen, but that 
is a credit association. That you cannot do. So long as 
your association is purely to get your members into closer 
social relationship and for educational purposes, there will 
be no difficulty in incorporating under this section, and, as I 
said, your liabilities will not be personal in any way. 

The question was asked if any one should be Hurt while 
employed by the association, would the members be liable 
for injuries received? 

Mr. Curtiss: 
be liable. 


Question: 


Personally, no, sir; the association might 


If injured through his own negligence? 

Answer: If a member would walk up and hit a man, he 
would be liable. 

Question: Well, say he was injured by a defective 
ladder? 

Answer: If the member supplied that ladder and knew 
it was defective, he might be liable. 

Question: Suppose he was acting for the corporation? 

Answer: In such a case the association would be liable; 
but if it had no fund, there would be nothing gained. Now, 
the question of the cost of incorporating: As I told Mr. 
Weber, it depends entirely upon how it is incorporated. The 
law provides that the court, if not satisfied, may appoint 
some one to investigate, and he would be allowed a fee. But 
you can avoid this by, going to the judge and telling him 
exactly why and how it is incorporated. As you know, 
there are so many lid clubs that the judges are naturally 
suspicious, and incorporations are very carefully scrutinized. 
But it is a rare case when the judge will act before looking 
into the matter, and the cost of same would be between 
$40 and $50. You may eliminate that fee, I presume, if 
you can persuade the judge that you are not going to operate 
a lid club. 

Chairman: It might be well to empower the Executive 
Committee to amend the by-laws and constitution to con- 
form to the section under which we shall incorporate. 

Mr. Becherer: I make a motion that the Executive 
Committee be given the power to amend the by-laws and 
constitution as they see fit to cover all points relative to the 
Motion seconded and adopted.

MR. KENNEDY’S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: 

If I can stiiggest anything that will be of some benefit 
to you in your business, I would gladly do so. There is 110 
mediocre position in any business. You must either go for- 
ward or fall back. Your business should increase every 
year, and you can establish a reputation on as small an ar- | 
ticle as a little can of paint. Ninety-nine per cent of the 
people who buy paint are ignorant of it. If your paint busi- 
ness is not a valuable asset to you, you had better get 
of it. If you have no confidence in the man whom you buy 
your paint from, get rid of him. Keep the very best grade 
of paint; do not have a dozen or more of cans of different 
brands of paint on your shelves. Know the kind of paint to 
buy and keep no other on hand; if you have a lot of differ- 
ent brands of paint on hand and know nothing about which 
is the best brand to sell, you will do nothing with your 
paint business. And I want to tell you that the best time 
to paint is in the fall. After you have sold your paint to a 
customer and there is any complaint concerning it, go 
the bottom of it, see if it was properly used, and if so, ¢ 
to the man whom you bought it from.

KENTUCKY RETAIL HARDWARE DEALERS’ 
CONVENTION. 





The twelfth annual convention of the Kentucky 
Retail Hardware and Stove Dealers’ Association was 
called to order in the Seelbach Hotel, Louisville, 
Tuesday morning, Feb. 13, by President John R. 
Sower, of Frankfort. 

The invocation was offered by the Rev. Dr. Richard 
Wilkinson. The absence of Mayor Head, who was 
to have welcomed the visitors to the city, made neces- 
sary a change in the program, and J. Walter Clements 
greeted the members of the association. J. R. How- 
ard, of Lexington, responded to Mr. Clements’ 
address. 

A special welcome to the exhibitors was extended 
by William Victor Richter, of Louisville. Frank 
Semple, of St. Louis, Mo., responded to this address. 

Among the speakers at the morning session was 
Walter B. Creed, of New Albany, former president 
of the Indiana Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association. 
Mr. Creed paid a high tribute to the Kentucky organi- 
zation, and expressed the wish that both the Kentucky 
and the Indiana associations might show progressive- 
ness and aggressiveness. 

President Sower, in his annual address, said the 
association has dorie much to dissipate the old idea 
that men engaged in the same line of business were 
enemies, and declared that the members of the organi- 
zation had put away petty jealousies. He advocated 
co-operation with traveling salesmen and spoke of 
the good he had derived from the bulletin of the na- 
tional association and from trade papers. 

He said the association should advocate the “square 
deal’ in business, should patronize home papers for 
advertising purposes and should co-operate with 
jobbers. 

The delegates, their wives, sisters and sweethearts 
attended B. F. Keith’s theater Tuesday night as guests 
of the Louisville Convention and Publicity League. 

While the business sessions of the association are 
held in the red room on the second floor of the Seel- 
bach, the entire tenth floor is filled with exhibits of 
manufacturers. The sessions are arranged so as to 
give ample time for the delegates to inspect these ex- 
hibits, which are open to the public. 

The banquet at The Seelbach Wednesday night was 
a most enjoyable event. There were 156 guests at the 
tables. Dr. Ben L. Bruner was toastmaster and there 
were speeches by a half a dozen members of the asso- 
ciation. The Rev. A. D. Litchfield, pastor of the West 
Broadway Methodist Church, who arrived too late to 
offer the invocation, was required by Dr. Bruner near 
the close of the exercises to preach a sermon from the 
text, “Do the other fellow as he would like to do you.” 

Walter B. Creed, of New Albany, the first speaker, 
told of benefits to be derived from the association, 
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after which J. C. Kincannon, of Louisville, made a hit 
with the audience by giving imitations of the “lan- 
guage” of barnyard fowls and other domestic animals. 

W. P. Bogardus, of Mt. Vernon, O., former presi- 
dent and now treasurer of the national organization, 
had for his subject “The Business Man: in Politics.” 
He decried the movement to break up great aggrega- 
tions of capital, declaring that such combinations are 
necessary. 

He said that big corporations should be looked after 
and made to render an account of their stewardship, 
instead of being dissolved. He said he did not believe 
in Government ownership of utilities and enterprises, 
but he hoped the day would come soon when the Govy- 
ernment will exercise an intelligent supervision and 
control over the big business of the country. 

S. R. Miles, another former president of the Na- 
tional Hardware Association, who is one of the editors 
of a trade journal in St. Louis, spoke on “Business 
Building.” He urged his hearers to be boosters, work 
for the development of their community in all lines, 
make their stores attractive, keep them clean and dis- 
play their wares to the best possible advantage. 

]. Frank Cassell, of Louisville, at the request of the 
toastmaster, spoke on “Modesty is the Best Policy,” 
and William Victor Ritcher told “How it Feels to Be 
Boss on an Occasion of This Kind.” 

Dr. Bruner closed the speech-making with a few 
words of good-fellowship, declaring that Louisville is 
as much a part of Kentucky as other parts of the state 
are, and inviting the delegates to come here at all times 
during the year.

NEBRASKA RETAIL HARDWARE CONVENTION. 








The Nebraska Retail Hardware Association. con- 
vened in annual convention at Lincoln, Neb., February 
13. H. M. Bushnell extended a welcome to the 
dealers; R. N. McAllister, of Grand Island, vice- 
president of the Association, responded. He was 
followed by Governor Aldrich and Bishop Tihen. 

The Governor sounded a warning against centrali- 

zation of power in the federal government. As that 
policy succeeds, the people are forced to give up one 
privilege after another. It is coming to a pass where 
the minor federal judges are assuming the authority 
to take away from legislatures the power to make 
laws for the state, said the Governor. Some of these 
judges are not hesitating to do that now. 
Power is being focalized in the federal govern- 
ment and the states deprived of their rights, said the 
Governor. The solution of the problem lies with the 
people. No one has a right to say that the people 
shall not do this or shall not do that. The powers of 
the federal government were delegated to it by the 
states and whatever powers were not so delegated 
were reserved by the states, 

Governor Aldrich said that Congress created the 
federal courts and many of the judges are politicians 
who have been appointed for political reasons. Their 
power should be restricted and the people of Nebraska 
should see that the men it sends to the national law- 
making body are instructed to introduce a bill limit- 
ing the jurisdiction of the minor federal courts over 
the states. The supreme court of the state should 


have jurisdiction and appeals from the state «our 
should go direct to the supreme court of the Uviteq 
States. 

He pointed out that if the federal courts mak: the 
same decisions regarding the right of the state to 
control the common carriers that they have in oiher 
instances, the good laws that have been enacted }y 
the state legislature in regard to rate control wil! be 
swept away. He declared that the federal judges 
never go to the trouble to hunt for reasons to stand 
by the state law, but immediately try to find some 
reason for annulling it. 

The Governor contended that the states have the 
right to regulate traffic originating within the state. 
Each of the forty-eight states has certain sovereign 
rights which cannot be taken from it by the federal 
government, and among these is the right to regulate 
commerce within its own borders. 

Bishop Tihen followed Governor Aldrich. He com- 
mented on the fact that the hardware business has 
been a fair gauge of the state of civilization. One of 
the evidences of the progress of people is the class of 
hardware they use. He showed how the various 
peoples had started out with the crudest of tools and 
implements and gradually developed the modern splen- 
did equipment for the various craftsmen. 

This perfection had not been wrought out by acci- 
dent. The men responsible for the progress of the 
world are not the men in public life but the mechanic, 
the student and the scientist in his laboratory. It is 
true, he said, that good tools make a good workman 
and produce good work. Cheap tools do the reverse. 
He urged the hardware men to stand for the best 
things. 

S. A. Sanderson, president of Nebraska Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, delivered an address 
in which he reviewed the progress of the association 
in the past and outlined some of the things to be done 
in the future. He declared that the main aim of the 
association is to make better merchants and to develop 
bigger and better men, who will stand for progressive 
policies in their line of work.

PARCELS POST RESOLUTIONS. 


The following resolutions were passed by the Wis- 
consin Retail Hardware Convention, in session at Mil- 
waukee February 9, 1912: 

Resotvep, That we are opposed to any legislation by 
the Congress of the United States extending parcels post, as 
we are firmly convinced that it is not the function of our 
government to engage in the business of common carrier 
of merchandise, and as we are creditably informed that the 
conditions existing in foreign countries wherein a parcels post 
has been established are vastly different than in this country 
in that the average haul of merchandise is a great deal less 
in such countries than it is in this country, and, therefore, 
as citizens of the United States we are opposed to such legis- 
lation without the fullest and most careful investigation of the 
matter. Further, 

REsotvep, That the President of the United States should 
be authorized by the Congress to appoint a non-partisan and 
competent commission to investigate fully the conditions 
surrounding and the success and the effect of the parcels 
post in foreign countries where the same is now in opera- 
tion, and that the report of such commission should be made 
before any legislation is undertaken along these lines, as we 
deem this matter of as vital importance to the smaller com- 
munities and trade centers of the country as the monetary 
or tariff questions, upon which questions commissions have 
been appointed. Further, 

RESOLVED, That we are in favor of each class of mail 
matter being put upon a self-sustaining basis and that as soon 
as the same is practical that we have a one-cent letter postage 
rate. Further 

ReEsotvep, That a copy of these resolutions be sent to the 
President of the United States, the Postmaster General and 
to our United States Senators and members of Congress. 

REsoLvED, That the leading trade journals devoted to the 
hardware interests are edited in a most commendable man- 
ner and are of great value and assistance to the trade and 
our organizations, and we hereby express our appreciation of 
their efforts to better our conditions and uplift the ideals of 
the trade. Be it further 

ReEsotvep, That all political and religious discussions be 
barred from taking our time at all further conventions. 

REso_vep, That we extend a vote of thanks to the job- 
bers and manufacturers of Milwaukee for their kind co-oper- 
ation and royal entertainment given us at this convention. 

Whereas, Railroads operating in the state of Wisconsin 
propose in a new freight classification effective February 15, 
1912, to increase the cost of transportation of binder twine, 
and 

Whereas, A higher freight cost of binder twine would im- 
pose an unreasonable hardship on the hardware dealers of 
Wisconsin, be it 

REsotvep, That this association petition the railroad com- 
mission of Wisconsin to take such action as may be deemed 
necessary to prohibit this advance in freight rates as affecting 
the transportation of this commodity both in the state of 
Wisconsin and in interstate traffic. Be it further 

RESOLVED, That we deem it unjust for the Uniform Classi- 
fication Committee to raise the classification of articles so 
that the freight cost will be increased from 10 to 50 per cent. 
Be it further 

Resotvep, That a certified copy of these resolutions be 
forwarded at once by the secretary of this association to the 
railroad commission of Wisconsin, and that this association 
request its secretary to take such further action in this mat- 
ter as may be necessary to protect the interests of the retail 
hardware dealers of Wisconsin.

Annual Convention of the Illinois 
Retail Hardware Association 





The Sixteenth Annual Convention of the Illinois 
Retail Hardware Association, which was held during 
the week of February 13 to 16 in Chicago, is declared 
by members who attended to have been the largest and 
most successful event of the kind in the history of the 
Association. The business sessions were important 
and the entertainment features enjoyable and attrac- 
tive, with the result that dealers and their wives from 
all parts of the state came in large numbers. The 
verdict of all who attended was that the convention 
was a success from every standpoint and they will 
return to their homes with the pleasantest possible 
recollections of the “Sixteenth Annual,” and the wish 
that there may be many more of the same kind. 

At 1 o'clock p. m. on Tuesday, February 13, the 
exhibit of hardware, stoves, furnaces, etc., opened in 
the Coliseum, Wabash avenue and 16th street. 

At 2 o'clock p. m. there was a short opening ses- 
sion of the convention in the Red Room at Hotel La 
Salle, La Salle and Madison streets, for the purpose 
of appointing committees, distributing badges and pay- 
ing dues. 

THE GRAND BALL. 

At 9 o’clock p. m. on Tuesday, February 13, the en- 
tertainment feature of the week that had been long 
anticipated took place in the double ball rooms of the 
Hotel La Salle. It was the Informal Reception and 
Dance and was participated in by several hundred 
members and guests and exhibitors with their wives 
and daughters. Both ball rooms on the 19th floor of 
the hotel were used, one for dancing and the other for 
the reception. Two orchestras discoursed music for 
dancers and spectators. Refreshments were served in 
the reception hall. The cloak rooms were on the 18th 
floor. The service proved to be all that had been ex- 
pected, and the event was thoroughly enjoyable from 
every standpoint. 

WEDNESDAY, FEBRUARY 14. 

On Wednesday morning, February 14, at 9 a. m., an 
executive session of the convention was held at the 
Hotel La Salle. The expected address by Harry A. 
Wheeler of the Chicago Association of Commerce was 
not given, owing to Mr. Wheeler’s absence, but with 
that exception the program was carried out as 
scheduled. 

Chicago newspapers devoted very little space to 
Illinois Hardware Convention, although a press com- 
mittee is appointed to furnish material to local and 
trade press. The Chicago Daily News of Feb. 14 pub- 
lished the following: 

“Sharon E. Jones of Richmond, Ind., president of 
the National Retail Hardware Association, fainted 
while giving an address today before the Illinois Hard- 
ware Association in the Hotel La Salle. The 150 
members present crowded around the unconscious 
man. He was quickly restored to consciousness, and 


after making an apology to his audience for his weak- 
ness he went to a room in the hotel and sought rest. 

“It was explained that Mr. Jones was not of robust 
physique and had been undergoing considerable strain. 
His address was on a subject of interest to the hard- 
ware trade.” 

“In the day’s discussions several members ‘tes- 
tified’ that, if there was not a ‘stove trust,’ there 
was at least a combination of stove manufacturers for 
the boosting of prices. It was declared that “‘it is the 
general idea among stove manufacturers that all they 
have to do to get trade is to boost prices.” 

“Names of persons who talked on this subject were 
kept secret for the purpose of obtaining freer expres- 
sions of opinion. One member said that four months 
ago the Stove Manufacturers’ Association of the 
United States increased the price of stoves 5 per cent 
and that in the last ten years the price has been boosted 
33 I-3 per cent.” 

President C. T. Woodward, of Carlinville, Ill., pre- 
sided at this session and delivered the following ad- 


dress: 
ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT WOODWARD. 

Gentlemen of the convention: The custom has prevailed 
for years that as soon as the United States. senate and con- 
gress and the Illinois Retail Hardware Association convened 
one of the first things to appear on the program was the an 
nual address or message from the president. The only dif- 
ference I have been able to see is that the senate and con- 
gress, the political and commercial world have looked for- 
ward with interest and pleasure to hear and read the mes- 
sage of the president of these United States, while the mem- 
bers of the Illinois Retail Hardware Association and other 
state associations are sitting back in their chairs and trying 
to make themselves comfortable so they can sleep until the 
agony is over. 

And my opinion is that their reason for doing so is the fact 
that one is a message and the other an address. And one

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CHICAGO HARDWARE EXPOSITION. 





The feature of greatest interest, so far as the public 
was concerned. was the Hardware Exhibit at the Coli- 
seum, which attracted large crowds afternoon and 
evening. The program listed 184 exhibitors and there 
were others, late comers, enough to swell the number 
to 200. The exhibits were in place promptly on Tues- 
day afternoon. On Tuesday evening, in spite of the 
counter attraction of the ball at the Hotel La Salle, 
there was a very good attendance at the Coliseum. 
(he musical program for each afternoon and evening, 
rendered by the Second Regiment band, was a genuine 
attraction. The Coliseum was filled almost to over- 
flowing with attractive exhibits of hardware, stoves, 
tinware, etc., and there was a large attendance of vis- 
itors every evening during the show.

Many times it 
will be found the furnace is undersize—too small to 
lo the work required, thereby consuming more fuel, 
llot air pipes and registers also too small, and an ineffi- 
cient cold air supply, a lack of proper judgment in 
locating the furnace or in the locating of registers, all 
ntribute in making an unsatisfactory job, a dissatis-

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METHODS OF RAISING HUMIDITY. 





Much has been written on the desirability 
of securing a proper degree of humidity in 
living and working rooms, but little has been 


said about the practicable methods of humidifying 
the air. Asked how this can be done, Dr. W. A. 
Evans, in his series of articles on “Keeping Well,” in 
the Chicago Tribune, replies as follows: 

Within the last three weeks scores of people have 
found out that the humidity in their living rooms and 
offices is ranging from 26 to 31. They have read that 
the humidity should be 70. They have tried one or 
two methods to raise their room air and have had 
poor success. . They write to us in despair. We are 
about as much in despair as those who write us. What 
can be done? 

Much the best thing to do is to have a steam jet 
discharging steam into the room. This can be done 
by removing the small vent and substituting for,it a 
tube long enough to discharge the steam away from 
the wall and prevent water from blowing into the 
Steam discharging in this way makes a hoise, 
[f the radiators 


room. 
and, occasionally, results in odors. 
are so arranged that the condensation flows back to the 
basement, the tendency to squirt water is reduced to a 
minimum. 

Ordinarily, pans of water on the radiators help but 
little. The evaporation from them cannot possibly 
raise the humidity more than ten points. Humidifiers 
help but littl. The water surface exposed to the 
air is not large enough. 

Next in efficiency come kettles of water setting on 
the stove. More steam will escape from the spout of 
a teakettle than will rise from a pan one by two feet. 

Next come growing flowers. If several boxes of 
growing flowers be kept in the room and the soil kept 
as wet as they will stand, soil evaporation and plant 
exhalation will add much moisture to the air. 

Next comes a sprinkling fountain. A small spray 
nozzle can be attached to an ordinary top and turned 
on just strong enough to get a fountain effect; or a 
small electric fountain can be installed. It will seldom 
be necessary to go to the expense of a more elaborate 
fountain. 

Next come large coarse sponges placed in pans of 
water. There should be several of these, one dozen in 
an ordinary sized flat. 
The closer they are placed to the 


The cheaper, coarse-grained 
sponges serve best. 
heat and the more the air circulates over them the 
better. 

Next come pans of water. These should be kept 
on the radiators and near the intakes. The 
should present the largest possible surface to the air. 
Pans which are less than one foot wide and two feet 


pans 


long do not do much good. By using two such pans 
and placing them on the radiators, the humidity can be 
raised about ten degrees. 

Lastly comes the use of patent humidifiers. 
hang on the radiators, and the water in them gets 


These 
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approximately as warm as the radiator coils. 

Later we shall give reasons why humidity is so 
low in living rooms and why it should be higher. We 
shall show why one method of humidifying is better 
than another. 

The reason patent humidifiers accomplish so little is 
because they do not present enough evaporating sur- 
face. It requires 2.1 grains of water to saturate a 
foot of air 32 degrees; at 70 degrees, 8 grains are re- 
quired. On a day when the outside air is at 32 de- 
grees temperature and go degrees humidity, the air is 
heated to 70 as it comes into the room. This means 
that the humidity will be 22. But we will say that the 
humidity of the room has risen to 36, as shown by the 
hygrometer. That means that the air has picked up 
fourteen points of moisture from the objects in the 
room, the people, the furniture, the leaks around the 
radiators, etc. 

If 2,000 cubic feet of air comes into the room in an 
hour (and seldom should less come in if people occupy 
the room), this means that in twenty-four hours the 
air will have absorbed a little less than a gallon of 
water. To bring the humidity up to 50, a fair living 
condition, will require about another gallon, and to 
bring it up te 66, a proper living condition, will re- 
quire: still another gallon. 

A man under fairly normal conditions will breathe 
out about one pint of water and, in addition, will per- 
spire about one and a half pints in twenty-four hours. 
This is an important source of the moisture which 
brings the humidity of an occupied room from a theo- 
retical 22 to an actual 36 or thereabouts. 

But one to two gallons per inhabitant per day must 
be had from other sources. If a patent humidifier is 
2x12 inches across the top and the water in it is kept 
at 112 degrees and the room is at 70 degrees, it will 
evaporate about six pints in twenty-four hours. Asa 
matter of experience, those whose duty it is to keep 
the humidifiers full, know that less than a quart a day 
is evaporated. You will see how trifling this is as 
compared with the need. 

Two pans, each 1x3 feet, kept on the radiators and 
with the water at 110 degrees, will evaporate about 
twenty-four pints of water, or three gallons in twenty- 
four hours. But, on the other hand, the temperature 
of radiators is not kept up all of the time and the pans 
usually employed are dinky affairs. I am sure that 
those who use pans do not pour into them more than 
a quart of water a day. Two gallons are required. 

These figures will be increased if a current of air 
blows over the surface. Sponges are better because 
they greatly increase the evaporating surface. On the 
other hand, evaporating two gallons of water per in- 
habitant in a steam boiler is not a difficult matter. If 
a small wood wheel air vent be screwed in the steam 
radiator and steam be allowed to escape in the room, 
the humidity will keep at 50 or above. By experience 
we know the odor is not objectionable and the noise is 
soothing or irritating, according to one’s frame of 
mind. 

It is easy to get the amount of evaporation required 
by using an ordinary teakettle. 

It takes heat to evaporate moisture. If the humid- 


ity of a room is raised and the temperature stays 
72 degrees, the cost of heating and ventilating wil! | 
increased. If, however, the temperature is kept at 
68 degrees instead of 72 degrees, there will be a slig/it 
decrease in cost. The difference will be between the 
cost of evaporating two gallons of water per inhali- 
tant and the saving by running the room temperature 
4 degrees lower. This, of course, leaves out of con- 
sideration the gain from greater efficiency, greater 
comfort, and better health. These are to be counted 
as velvet.

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ASSOCIATION OF SHEET AND TIN PLATE 
MANUFACTURERS. 


The recently organized association of independent 
manufacturers of sheet and tin plate has been granted 
a charter under the laws of Pennsylvania, with the 
above title. 

The association is the outgrowth of a sentiment re- 
cently arising among the independent sheet and tin 
plate manufacturers that there should be an association 
of maufacturers engaged in these cognate industries 
for the collection and distribution of information of 
use to members of the trade whereby the consumption 
of their products may be increased and technical and 
commercial information relative to the products may 
be given to members. In formulating plans for the 
formation of the association the subject of price regu- 
lation and maintenance has been carefully avoided, 
it being the universal sentiment among the manufac- 
turers that this general subject should not be entered 
upon even in the most informal way.

HARDWARE. 

A steady expansion along conservative lines is evi- 
denced in trade of all kinds, but particularly in iron 
and steel. The noteworthy feature is that while the 
present volume of business is large there is little dis- 
position to buy ahead or to anticipate future wants. 
The cold winter has stimulated buying of seasonable 
goods for immediate delivery but has interfered with 
general business to some extent, and the approach of 
moderate temperature is hailed with expectation of 
better business by dealers in staple goods. 

There is no quotable change in any of the prices 
throughout the steel and iron list. Generally speak- 
ing, No. 1 wrought is a little stronger and while nom- 
inally quoted at $11, it is doubtful if much, if any, 
can be had at this price. Brokers, in fact, are offer- 
ing $11.25, but there is not enough doing to determine 
definitely just where the market stands. 

A few brokers having short contracts for melting 
steel, at $11, are trying to cover at a quarter under 
this price but the market is not crowded with offerings 
even at that figure. The supply of railroad scrap con- 
tinues very light. Two or three small lists were closed 
this week but altogether they did not foot up more 
than 1,500 or 2,000 tons. 

The general opinion among dealers is that things 
are likely to drag along without much life until April 
at least—and possibly longer. 

In general, trade appears to be just on the point of 
taking an up turn, with every prospect of great activ- 
ity in the spring, together with sharply advancing 
prices in all lines. 


TIN PLATE. 

A fairly active demand is displayed in tin plate. 
Mills are busy and prices are well maintained. 

In the regular domestic market prices are lower than 
they were 30 days ago, when the market on large lots 
had firmed up to the regular figure of $3.40. When 
the large contracts were being placed, in October and 
November, prices of $3.20, $3.25 and $3.30 were made, 
and it required only an ordinarily good contract to 
command a price of $3.30, the pick of the contracts 
going at somewhat less. Now there is a return to such 
prices, and it is understood that $3.30 can be done 
without difficulty on a nice large order, though of 
. course on small lots, down to carloads, $3.40 is still 
the market. 

There is more competition than formerly in the tin 
plate export market, as more than one independent 
interest is bidding on export business, to Canada, and 
apparently prices are made materially below the price 
at which Welsh plates could be secured. 





SHEETS. 

There have been rumors of 1.80c being slightly 
shaded. We quote the regular market, however, as 
1.85c to 1.90c, the higher figure being regularly quoted 
on small lots or less desirable business. The compe- 
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tition is confined to a fraction of the total number of 
mills, there being several that do not regularly quote 
as low as 1.90c, while there are a number that do jot 
go below this figure. So far as has been learned, the 
leading interest is adhering strictly to the 1.90 and 
2.g0c basis, and on corrugated material it is adhering 
to its list of December 28th, which was at the time 
a trifle above what some of the mills were quoting, {ig- 
uring roofing on the old card with the $2 concession 
from a 2.00-cent basis for flat sheets. 

The sheet mills are operating about the same as for- 
merly. Some have plenty specifications on hand, while 
others are making up their mill schedules from week 
to week. 

While the demand is good for many specialties in 
sheets, like automobile body, metal furniture and in- 
terior passenger car finishes continues good, there is 
sharper competition on ordinary sheets, which ac- 
counts for the reports that prices have been shaded of 
late. 


TIN. 

There is a much better feeling in the trade, both in 
this country and abroad. The arrival of supplies to 
relieve the scarcity is responsible for the confidence in 
the United States. In all there has arrived this month 
2,935 tons. The arrivals this week will tide traders 
over for almost a week. Metal afloat and due to ar- 
rive within the next week and a half amounts to 1,365 
tons. 

Another dispatch says that the advance abroad, 
chiefly in spot tin, reflects the concentration of spot 
supplies of Straits, cables reporting that on maturing 
Standard tin contracts within the next few days con- 
siderable quantities of other kinds of tin, chiefly Banca, 
will be tendered. On this side the market is irregular, 
and while the demand is good owing to the accumula- 
tion of business over the holiday, prices are influenced 
by the large arrivals. 


COPPER. 

The foreign market has lost about one-half the im- 
provement in price that took place on the remarkably 
favorable Producers’ statistics of last week, and this 
has not helped the uncertain and backward attitude of 
buyers in this country, who are now inclined to hold 
back, while some second hands appear again to be get 
ting eager for orders. The market is now under th: 
influence.of what the statistics will show in the future 

Exports for this month are keeping pace with Jan 
uary, well exceeding 1,250 tons a day, a total of 16,803 
tons having been cleared through the custom house: 
at New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore. Export 
reported since last Friday include: To Havre, 4,11. 
tons in ingots, 140 tons in pigs, 1,275 tons in bars, 72: 
tons in plates and 206 tons in cakes; to London 5:

The demand for coke continues. The largest inter- 
est is in foundry coke, and it is being taken steadily 
on contract. Prices are firm, and unchanged. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.00@2.25 is quoted for prompt shipment. Standard 
48-hour Connellsville coke is quoted at ovens at $1.80 
(@2.00 for prompt shipment and $2.10@2.25 for ship- 
ment over the next six months. 


PIG IRON. 

While the pig iron market generally is quiet, a num- 
ber of inquiries are coming to the surface, and many 
sales are being made. The situation is rather peculiar ; 
for some grades there is a good demand, while for 
others there is almost none. Following the holiday, 
several inquires appeared for more than 500 tons, with 
a number for 50 to 300 toms. The largest was for 
3,000 tons of No. 2 analysis iron for delivery into New 
Jersey within the first half of the year. Another, also 
for New Jersey, is for 1,800 tons for second quarter 
delivery. Half of this is for No. 2 X and the remain- 
der No. 2 plain. A Pittsburgh buyer, who was out 
for 40 miles of 16-inch cast iron pipe, withdrew his 
inquiry, but it is said it will be renewed for 60 miles 
of 12-inch pipe. 

Eastern Pennsylvania furnaces continue to hold at 
$14.50, but it is understood that prices have been 
shaded from 25¢ to 50c on big orders. Since Southern 
iron has been held firmly at $10.50, fewer orders have 
been placed in that field, though Southern furnace men 
have sold several thousand tons to the Pacific coast 
since the announcement that cheaper railroad rates are 
io go into effect. Probably the most noticeable im- 
provement is at Buffalo where business had been prac- 
‘ically at a standstill. A number of sales have been 
losed for lots of 50 to 300 tons. Prices continue un- 
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changed in the New York market, and very little shad- 
ing is.reported.

Rogers, Brown & Co., of Cincinnati, in their market 
port for February 17, 1912, say: 

The feature of the week has been the stronger position 
taken by Southern producers. While the aggregate sales 
of pig iron for the past week are comparatively small, the 
market locally continues firm, and in the South is stronger 
It is reported that a $10.00 price which has been ruling has 
practically disappeared. 

The first of the month showed a decrease in Southern 
furnace stocks of something like 25,000 tons, and there is 
a serious disinclination to consider business after July Ist. 

The territory which has recently been reached by Cen- 
tral West and Southern sellers, has increased and they have 
come into competition with Northern and Eastern sellers to 
an extent not experienced for considerable time past. It 
will be remembered that conditions during the last six months 
have been such as have restricted sales to a territory directly 
tributary to the furnace selling, but this has been largely 
changed recently. 

The high per cent of operation of the various steel plants 
and larger companies throughout the country is an indica- 
tion of the great amount of business on the books of these 
concerns, and, with the advent of seasonable weather, con- 
sumption, which has been holding up well, will increase ac- 
cordingly. 

The demand for shipments on existing orders is some- 
thing which is a feature at the present time and shows a 
continuing activity among the majority of consumers. With 
only rare exceptions, full contract requirements are being 
called for by buyers. 

Coke is steady, with only a fair demand and advancing 
tendency. In some districts curtailment of output is still 
the main feature and movement from all points is very much 
delayed. Some plants are anywhere from one to two weeks 


Matthew Addy & Co. of Cincinnati, O., in their mar- 
ket report of February 17, 1912, say: 

“As the month progresses new business increases. 
Of course it is natural that, after a heavy buying move- 
ment such as marked the end of last year and after an 
advance in prices, consumers should halt. Naturally 
enough they want to be sure that the higher quotations 
are going to stick, and they want time to consider the 
prospects fcr trade this year. As for the latter, they are 
most promising. One of the large foundries here is 
busier now than for any time during the past three years, 
and furthermore it has orders ahead to keep running full 
for eight months, with more in sight. And it is not alone. 
As for the advanced prices, even now they are so low 
that the iron masters are not able to figure a profit. It 
has always beén an axiom in the iron trade that if you 
were able to buy iron at or belowecost, it would prove to 
be a good purchase. That is still the state of affairs to- 
day. Consumers are attempting to place orders now tor 
delivery over the last part of the year. But producers 
are disinclined to sell so far ahead, although some iron 
has been sold for this shipment. 

During the week there has been an unusual call for 
quick shipment on old orders. This is partly due to the 
larger needs of users, and partly due to the slow time the 
railroads are making. There has been all kinds of buy- 
ing, though the bulk of the orders has been made up ot 
small lots. Still there has been a larger tonnage of new 
business than last week and a much better inquirv 

The whole situation is more encouraging. There is 
no doubt at all but the iron trade is looking up, though 
it has a long way to look.
